W a s h in g t o n , Feb. 17.—The Senate 
special committee o n -Pacific railroads, 
after many hearings, thorough investi­ 
gation, and careful consideration, has 
Anally accepted the report of Senator 
Frye on the Union Pacific and that of 
Senator Davis on the Central Pacific,and 
has agreed on a bill providing for a re­ 
funding of their debts. 
The report 
on the Union 
Pacific 
reaches the conclusions that there is no 
evidence of any purpose on the part of 
the company to surrender that portion 
of its road over which the government 
has a statutory lien; on the contrary 
there is every reason tending to satisfy 
any candid person that no such purpose 
exists, that this is a capable, well man­ 
aged road, abundantly able to pay its 
debts, requiring only, like any other 
railroad, time In which to pay; that the 
interests of the government and of tho 
railway company will be promoted by a 
settlement, and that one can he made 
now under which every dollar of the 
government debt with interest will be 
paid. 
The report on the Central Pacific finds 
that the United States has for security 
a statutory lien on a road commencing at 
a point five miles west of Ogden and ex­ 
tending to San Jose,- without terminal

That the present 
security of the United States upon this

V ic t o r ia , B. C., Feb. 17.—Justice 
Drake of the British Columbian Supreme 
Court has just rendered a decision which 
declares that the government of tin* 
United States has no jurisdiction over 
Behring sea outside of the marine league 
limit. The question came before the 
court in a civil suit brought by Henry 
Baxter of Seattle, Wash., against Solo­ 
mon Jacobs, of Victoria, for violation of 
a sealing contract. 
Jacobs is the owner of the schooners 
Mollie Adams and Webster. 
In Janu­ 
ary, 1889, Jacobs contracted to sell to 
Baxter in Seattle, at a stipulated price, 
all the sealskins taken by his two ves­ 
sels during that year. The schoonei 
Webster was lost In a storm, but in 
April, 1889, the Mollie Adams delivered 
her season’s catch to Baxter. 
A verbal 
agreement wras then entered into by 
Jacobs 
and 
Baxter 
to the 
effect 
that 
the 
Mollie 
Adams 
was to 
return and take seal 
In 
Behring 
sea and deliver tho skins to Baxter at 
the prlco stipulated in the contract. 
The Adams went to Behring sea and r e ­ 
turned last November, but instead of de­ 
livering the skins to Baxter, Jacobs sold 
them in Victoria. 
Baxter then brought 
suit against Jacobs for damages by 
breach of contract. 
The defense held 
that tho contract was not valid, as seal­ 
ing in Behring sea was In violation ol 
the United States statutes and called 
Mr. Johnson of Port Townsend as a legal 
expert 
to 
establish 
In 
court the 
American law relating thereto. 
He 
read sections of the statutes governing 
such cases, the amendments enacted by 
Congress In 1889, and tho President s 
proclamation. 
The court, however, decided that the 
contract was valid and refused to recog­ 
nize the jurisprudence of the Uniter 
States in Behring sea outside of one ma 
rine league from shore of American Tor 
ritory. 
It was hold that the law exist­ 
ing where the contract was made had in 
bearing in court. 
Baxter was awarded | 
$4,161 damages. 
Both defendant and 
plaintiff are American citizens and the 
schooner Is an American vessel.

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Brooklyn, N. Y., Feb. 16.—At the 
tabernacle this morning the Rev. T. 
De Witt Talmage, D. D., preached 
on “The Glories of Christ’1 His text 
was: 
“He that cometh from above is 
above all.” John iii. SI The great 
preacher said: 
The most conspicuous character of 
history steps out upon the platform. 
The finger which, diamonded with 
light, pointed down to him from the 
Bethlehem sky, was only a ratification 
of the finger of prophecy, of the finger 
of genealogy, the finger of chronology, 
tho finger of events—all five fingers 
pointing in one direction. Christ is 
the overtopping figure of all time. He 
is the vox humana in all music, tho 
gracefulest line in all sculpture, the 
most exquisite mingling of ligh-s and 
shades in all painting, the anne of all 
climaxes, tho dome of all cathedraled 
grandeur, and the peroration of all 
splendid language. 
The Greek alphabet is ma^e up of 
twenty, four letters, and when Christ 
compared Himself to tho first letter 
and the last letter, the alpha and the 
omega, He appropriated to Himself 
all the splendors that you can spell out 
either with these two letters and all 
the letters between them. 
“I am the 
alpha and the omega, the beginning 
and the end, the first and the last.” 
Or, if you prefer the words of the text, 
above all.” 
What does it mean? It means,after 
you have piled up all Alpine and Him­ 
alayan altitudes, the glory of Christ 
would have to spread its wings and de­ 
scend a thousand leagues to touch 
those summits. 
Pelion, a high moun­ 
tain of Thesalay; Ossa, a high moun­ 
tain. and Olympus, a high mountain, 
but mythology tells us when the giants 
warred against the gods they piled up 
these mountains and from the top of 
them proposed to scale tho heavens, 
but the height was not great enough 
and there was a complete failure. And 
after all the giants—Isaiah and Paul, 
prophetic and apostolic giants; Ra­ 
phael and Michael Angelo, artistic 
giants; cherubim and seraphim, and 
archangel, celestial giants—have failed 
to climb to tho top of Christ’s glory 
they might all well unite in tho words 
of tho text, and say, “He that cometh 
from above is above all.” 
First, Christ must be above all else 
in our preaching. There are so many 
books on homiletics scattered through I 
the country that all laymen, as well as 
clergymen, have made up their minds , 
what sermons ought to be. 
That ser­ 
mon is most effectual which most point­ 
edly puts forth Christ as tho pardon of 
all sin and the correction of all evil— 
individual, social, political, national. 
There is no reason why we should ring 
the endless changes on a few phrases. 
There are those who think that if an 
exhortation or a discourse have fre­ 
quent mention of justification, sancti­ 
fication. covenant of works, and cove­ 
nant of grace, that therefore it must 
bo profoundly evangelical, while they 
are suspicious of a discourse which 
presents the samo truth, but under 
different phraseology. 
Now, I say 
there is nothing in all the opulent realm 
of Anglo-Saxonism, of all the word- 
treasures that we inherited from the 
Latin, and the Greek, and the Indo- 
European, but we have a right to mar­ 
shal it in religious discussion. Christ 
sets the example. 
His illustrations 
were from the grass, the flowers, the 
spittle, the salve, the barnyard fowl, 
the crystals of salt as well as from the 
seas and the stars; and we do not pro­ 
pose in our Sunday school teaching 
and in our pulpit address to be put on 
the limits. 
I know that there is a great deal 
said in our day against words, as 
though they were nothing. They may 
bo misused, but they have an imperial 
power. 
They are the bridge between 
soul and soul, between Almighty God 
and the human race. 
What did God 
write upon the tables of stone? Words. 
What did God utter on Mount Olivet? 
Words. Out of what did Christ strike 
Hie spark for the illumination of the 
universe? Out of words. 
“Let there 
be light” and light was. Of course, 
thought is the cargo and words are 
only the ships; but how fast would 
your cargo get on without the ship? 
What you need, my friends, in all 
your work, in your Sabbath school 
class, in your reformatory institutions, 
and what we all need is to enlarge our 
vocabulary when we come to speak 
about God and Christ and heaven. We 
ride a few words to deatn when there 
is such illimitable resource. 
Shake­ 
speare employed 15,900 different words 
for dramatic purposes; Milton em­ 
ployed 8,000 different words for poetic 
purposes; Rufus Choate employed over 
11, OOO different words for legal pur­ 
poses; but the most of us have less 
than 1,000 words that we can manage, 
less than 500, and that makes us so 
stupid. 
When we come to set forth the love 
of Christ we are going to take tender­ 
est phraseology wherever we find it* 
and if it has never been used in that 
direction before, all the more shall we 
use it. 
When we come to speak of the 
glory of Christ, the conqueror, we are 
going to draw our similes from trium­ 
phal arch and oratorio and everything 
grand and stupendous. The French 
navy have eighteen flags by which they 
give signals, but those eighteen flags 
t.ioy can put into 66,000 different com­ 
binations. 
And I have to tell you thai 
these standards of the cross may be 
lifted into combinations infinite and 
varieties everlasting, 
And let me say 
to these young men who come from the 
rheological seminaries into our services 
every Sabbath, and are after a while 
going to preaon onrisi* you win nave 
the largest liberty and unlimited re­ 
source, You only have to present 
Christ In your own way. 
Jonathan Edwards preached Christ 
in the severest argument ever penned, 
and John Bunyan preached Christ in 
the sublimest allegory ever composed 
Edward Payson, sick and exhausted, 
leaned up against the side of the put 
pit and wept out his discourse, while 
George Whitfield, with the manner 
and the voice and the start of an act »r, 
overwhelmed his auditory. 
It would 
have been a different thing if Jonathan 
Edwards had tried to write and dream 


I about the pilgrim's progress to the Ce­ 
lestial city or John Bunyan had at­ 
tempted an essay on the human will. 
Brighter than the light, fresher than 
the fountains, deeper than the seas,are 
all these gospel themes. 
Song has no 
melody, flowers have no sweetness, 
sunset sky ha9 no color compared with 
these glorious themes. These harvests 
of grace spring up quicker than we 
can sickle them. 
Kindling pulpits 
with their fire, and producing revolu­ 
tions with their power, lighting up 
dying beds with their glory, they are 
the sweetest thought for the poet, and 
they are the most thrilling illustration 
for the orator, and they are the most 
intense scene for the artist, and they 
are to the ambassador of the sky all 
enthusiasm. 
Complete pardon for dir­ 
est guilt 
Sweetest comfort for ghast­ 
liest 
agony. Brightest 
hope 
for 
grimmest death. Grandest resurrec­ 
tion for darkest sepulcher. Oh, what 
a gospel to preach! Christ over all in 
it 
His birth, his sufferings, his mir­ 
acles, His parables, His sweat His 
tears, His blood. His atonement, His 
intercession—what glorious themes! 
Do we exercise faith? Christ is its 
object 
Do we have loveP It fastens 
on Jesus. 
Have we a fondness for the 
churchP It is because Christ died for 
it* Have we a hope of heaven? It is 
because Jesus Christ went ahead, the 
herald and the forerunner, 
• Oh, my sins, my sins!” said Martin 
Luther to Staupltz, 4 ‘my sins, my 
sins!” The fact is that the brawny 
(herman student had found a Latin Bi­ 
de that made him quake; and when he 
found how. through Christ, he was 
pardoned and saved he wrote to a 
friend, saying, “Come over and join 
us great and awful sinners saved bv 
the grace of God. 
You seem to be 
only a slender sinner, and you don’t 
muoh extol the mercy of God; but we 
that have been such very awful sinners 
praise His grace the more now that we 
have been redeemed.” Can it be that 
you are so desperately egotistical that 
you feel yourself in first-rate spiritual 
trim, and that from tho root of the 
hair to the tip of the toe you are scar 
less and immaculate? What you need 
is a looking-glass, and here it is in the 
Bible. 
Poor, and wretched, and mis­ 
erable, and blind, and naked from the 
crown of the head to the sole of the 
foot, full of wounds and putrefying 
sores. 
No health in us. 
And then 
take the fact that Christ gathered up 
all the notes against us, and paid 
them, and then offered us the receipt 
in full. 
And how much we need Him in oui 
sorrows! We are independent of cir­ 
cumstances if we have Ilia grace. 
Why, He made Paul sing in the dun 
geon, and under that grace St John 
from desolate Patmos heard the blast 
of the apocalyptic trumpets. 
After all 
other candles have been snuffed out 
this is the light that gets brighter and 
brighter into the perfect day, and 
after, under the hard hoofs of calam­ 
ity. all the pools of worldly enjoyment 
have been trampled into deep mire, at 
the foot of the eternal rock the Chris­ 
tian, from cups of granite, lily rimmed 
and vine covered, puts out the thirst of 
his soul. 
Again I remark that Christ is above 
all in dying alleviations. 
I 
There is a commonsensical idea on 
I this subject that you and I need to con- 
J sider—that there is only two styles of 
departure. 
A thousand feet underground, by 
light of torch toiling in a miner’s shaft. 
a ledge of rock may fall upon us and 
we may die a miner’s death. 
Far out 
at sea. falling from the 
slippery 
railings and broken on the halyards. 
we may d e a sailor's death. 
On the 
mission of mercy in hospital, amid 
brokeu bones, and reeking leprosies, 
and raging fevers, we 
may die a 
philanthropist’* death. 
On tho field 
of battle, serving God and our country, 
slugs through the heart the gun car­ 
riage may roll over us, and we may 
die a patriot’s death. 
But after all. 
there are only two styles of departure 
—the death of the righteous and the 
death of the wicked—and we all wan! 
to die the former. 
God grant that when that houi 
comes you may be at homo. You want 
the hand of your kindred in your 
hand. 
You want your children to 
surround you. 
You want the light on 
your pillow from eyes that have long 
reflected your love. 
You want the 
room still. 
You do not want any 
curious 
strangers standing around 
watching you. 
You want your kin­ 
dred from afar to hear your las! 
prayer. 
I think that U the wish of 
all of us. 
But is that all? 
Can 
earthly friend hold us up when the 
billows of death come to the girdle? 
Can human voice charm open heaven’s 
gate? 
Can human hand pilot us 
through the narrows of death into 
heaven's harbor? Can earthly friend­ 
ship shield us from the arrows of 
death, and in the hour when Satan 
shall practice upon us his infernal 
archery?

He 
is tho vox humann in all music, tho 
gracefulest lino in all sculpture, the 
most exquisite mingling of lijfh-s and 
shades in ull painting, tho ai;me of all 
climaxes, tho domo of all cathedraled 
crandeui1, and tho peroration of all 
splendid language. 


The Greek alphabet is mago up of 


twenty, four letters, and when Christ 
compared. Himself to the first letter 
and the lust letter, tho alpha und the 
omega, Ho appropriated to Himself 
all tho splendors that you can spell out 
either with these two letters und all 
the letters between them. 
"I am tho 


alpha and- the ome^a, tho beginning 
and tho end, the flrst and tho last."
